of the Exciſe are engaged and deſigned, neither - .

and ſ{everall Armies and Garifons which they were 
neceſsitared to raiſejand keep up in divers parts of the 
Kingdom for the preſervation thereof; 'and in dis- 
banding -and diſcharging of ſevetall Armies, For- 
ces, and /Sariſons, and for the relief of wounded and 
maymed Souldiers, and the Widows and Children 
of ſuch as have loft their lives inthe ſervice of the 
Common-wealth ; and ter other neceſſary occafi- / 
ons for the detence of the Parliament and Kingdom, 
chere hath been clearly re&ived and converted to 
theſe Publick ſervices onely, and to ne private ule 
whatſoever, The ſumme of, One Million Three hut- 
dred thirty four thouſand Five hundred thirty two - 
pounds 'Ten ſhillings, and Eleven pence halfpenny: 
And by the Credit of this Receipr, rhere hath been 
taken up, and ſtands aſsigned, divers very. great ſums 
of Money ; all which twuft be diſcharged before this 
Receipt can in Juſtice and Horior be laid down $and if 
the Kingdom doe duly ſibmit unto the payment of 
the Exciſc,*will in ſhort time be very. well overcome 
and paid off: And from hence it will be clearly ap- 
parent, ef what great benefit the ſame hath been to 
the Kingdom, and eaſe alſo to the people, of whom 
thele great ſummes muſt atherwiſe- neceſſarily have 
been raiſed, although with much difficulty and incon- 
venience,and ina farre more burthenfome me. 


And laſtly, the Gal f,ords and Commons 
do hereby Ordain and Declare, That as well 
the ſaid Commiſſioners of Exciſe; their Sub- 
Commitll:zners and under-Officers, as all other 
perſons whatſoever, who ſhall be aiding and 
aſifting to them or any of them in the execu- 
ting of the Ordinances of Parliament for col- 
lection of the Exciſe, ſhall be defended, and 
ſaved harmlefle and indempnified by Authori- 
ty of both Houles of Parliament, And in 
caſe any perſon or perſons whatſoever ſhall be 
ſaed, indicted, profecuted, or moleſted; for 
any att or a&s, thing or things done in purſu- 
ance of this Declaration , or any other Decla- 
ration or Ordinance of Parliament touching 
Exciſe , It 1s hereby Declared and Ordained , 
That 1n every Action, Suit, Indictment, Infor- 
mation or proſecution whartoever, wherein or 
whereby they are or ſhall be ſo ſued, indicted, 
proſecuted or moleſted as aforet2id , It ſhall be 

 hwfulto and for all perſons, their Heirs, Exe- 
cutors and Adminiſtrators, to plead the Gene- 
ral Iſſue, and to give this or any other Ordt- 
nance of Parliament for Exciſe in evidence in 
any of His Majeſties Courts of Juſtice or other 
Courts ; and the Judges of all the {aid Courts 
are hereby ſtriftly required and enjoyned to 
allow and admit of the ſame accordingly. _

Ctices and treacheries of Papiſts and malignant 
perſons ::; So they could then finde no other 
means, after the well-affeted had ſo willing-

{tant and indifferent way. And what great 
difficulties,expences and charges the ſaid Lords 
and Commons have by the Receipt and Credit 
of the Exciſe, with ſome other helps, as occa- 
ſion did require, been enabled ever ſince, 
through Gods blefiling, to overcome and main- 
tain, Lo continually keeping on foot ſo many 
ſeveral Armies as they were by the Kings party 
in Arms againſt the Parhtament enforced to 
raiſe in divers parts of the Kingdom ; by 
maintazning ſo many Gariſons ; by relieving 
of 7reland trom time to time, when other Sup. 
plies could not be timely raiſed 3 by ſatisfying 
our Brethren of Scotland 1n part , Is by this 
time ſo evident to the whole Kingdom, that 
they hope no well-affected perſon can or will 
look back upon what he hath contributed in 
this way for his part , with any regret or.repi- 
ning, as if the ſame had or can be fruitlefle to 
him or his poſterity, And for the prefent 
continuance of this Levie ; when it ſhall be 
conſidered for what great ſums, ai:d to how 
many well-affe&ed perſons they have already 
engaged the Exciſe for Moneys borrowed 
and juſtly due unto them , what expences they

dom ; what charges are requiſite to reduce 
the Kingdom of 1reland; and what great en- 
gagements do otherwiſe he upon the Parlia- 
ment for many Supplies and Services, for ſa- 
tisfying whereof the Paublike Faith and Ho- 
nour of the Parliament and Kingdom ts enga- 
'ged; They are confident that no well affected 
or underſtanding perſon can or will deſire or 
expecqthat this Levie, which they ſtill finde 
the moſt equal and indifferent courſe: to go 
thorow ſo many great affairs, ſhould ceaſe, 
while the Parliament 1s thus deeply engaged; 
and have ſo many- prefiing occaſions for mo- 
neys for the neceſliry ſupport and prefervati- 
on of the Kingdom. | 
And therefore the ſaid Lords and Com- 
mons a{lembled 1n Parliament do hereby de- 
clare tothe whole Kingdom , That they ſhall 
and do expect that all perſons whatfoever ſhall 
duely pay all ſums of Meney impoſed by any 
Ordinance of Parhament by way of Exciſe 
upon all and every the Commodities, Mer- 
chandizes and things therein mentioned and 
compriſed ; and that the ſame Ordinances 
ſhall be duely obferved, according tothe Rules 
therein preſcribed, until further Order of both 
Houſes of Parliament. Whereunto the ſaid 
Lords and Commons do hereby require all .

That the Exciſe of Ale and Beer be raiſed and 
levied upon the Subjeqts of this Kingdom, as is.

wiſe, unlefſe ir be where any perſon or perſons
